centered about the question of tenure. His name stands out in 
connection with no public movement or measure. His only dis- 
tinction in nearly a half-century of service is a distinction of 
party fealty. As a statesman he was first a Republican. As a 
Republican he became Speaker of the House and as a Republi- 
can he went down twice to defeat in the Democratic waves of 
1892 and 1912. 
Cannon's political career took root and grew to great 


length under conditions which no longer exist. 
When party 


meant everything in politics it was the party which won the 
election, not the man. Uncle Joe, therefore, is a model of po- 
litical success which no longer applies. No Congressman now-, 
adays is guaranteed election with his party. If there is a pre- 
scription that \\ould carry him tfiru for a lifetime nobody 
seems to know what it is. 


Mere length of tenure is of little value except in so far as 


it contributes to efficiency. But when a Congressman is a good 
Congressman, regardless of party affiliation, the longer his ten- 
ure the better. 


Exemptions in Naval Capture 


A 


DISPATCH from London states that claims of Americans 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of dollars are being 


pressed in British prize courts for restitution with respect to 
articles such as altar cloths, gold conimunion cups, crucifixes, 
rosaries, surplices, memorial glass windows and like property, I 
shipped to American churches and colleges from Germany dur- 
ing the war, but captured and condemned by the British. The1 
claimants raise the novel pica that this character of property is 
under the protection of the laws of war and cannot be condemn-, 
ed as prize. 
.

As is well known, private property is in principle exempt I 


from capture and confiscation under the laws of land warfare, 
and "churches and their contents, along with works of art, liter- 
ature and science, are expressly exempted under The Hague 
rules. No such rule exists in the laws of maritime warfare, how-, 
ever, tho for a hundred years the United States has sought to, 
induce other nations to apply the principle of immunity of pri^ 
vate property in both land and naval warfare. 


While there is no recorded case in the histoiy of prize 


courts of a request for restitution of church property condemn- 
ed after naval capture, there are some cases in which prize' 
courts have restored works of artistic and literary value after' 
condemnation in spite of the supposed unlimited right of cap-J 
ture of private property at sea. The earliest case appeared dur- 
ing the War of 1812, in the Vice Admiralty Court of Halifax, [ 
Novia Scotia, involving certain paintings and prints consigned j 
to the Philadelphia Academy of Fine Arts from Italy, being 
part of a captured enemy cargo. The court readily granted 
restitution on the application of the Philadelphia academy, de- 
claring such property was the peculiar heritage of all mankind I 
and was exempt from the strict rigRt of naval capture. 
| 


Two years later, it will be recalled, the grand allies com- 


pelled restoration by France to Italy of a vast and invaluable 
collection of art treasures sent to Paris by Napoleon, which 
tended to fix international disapprobation of such seizures. 
That such a sentiment was not wholly dormant at an earlier 
period may be inferred fropi the reprisals inflicted by Gustavus 
Adolphus in the Thirty Years' War as the result of the seizure 
and sending to Rome of the library of the Elector Palatine in 
1662. 


During our Civil War a Northern cruiser captured two 


boxes of books consigned to the University of North Carolina, as 
part of a cargo of a Confederate vessel. 
Upon the application 


of the university the United States promptly decreed restitution, 
citing the election in the Philadelphia academy case, but de- 
claring it would release the books even if no precedent existed; 
that the United States did not make war with literature. 


In the light of these cases and a widespread crystallization 


of sentiment meantime, it is difficult to understand how the 
British prize courts can deny the claims to this peculiar prop- 
erty without taking a markedly retrogressive step. 
Favorable 


action, on the other hand, would fix the principle finally in the 
laws of maritime warfare.—Kansas Citv Star.

CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—The New Ma- 


jority, organ of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor, gives the lie to a story 
in the Chicago Tribune headed "Far- 


i mor Kicked Out of Labor's Political 
Bed," which announced tha: t:io legis- 
lative committee of the Illinois and 


, Chicago Federations of Labor and tbe 
railroad brotherhoods had unanimous- 
ly adopted the "elect your friends and 
defeat your enemies" program of Sam- 
uel Gomjiors and thereby "sounded the 
death kuell of the Farmer-Labor party. 


"The Farmer-Labor party remains 


the official political policy of the labor 
movement in Illinois," says The New 
Majority. "Its field is not limited and 
its usefulness is not impaired by the 


1 action taken by the Joint Labor Leg- 
islative board. 
Instead, the reverse 


is the case. In practically all the .sen- 
atorial districts downstate there will 
be candidates for the legislature on 


the Farmer-Labor party ticket and. as 
ii result of the leBisIati\e> conference, 
these candidates \\ill got more unified 
support from labor than they would 
have otherw i^e. 


"During the .session it \\as pointed 


out that the Farmer-Labor party, while 
able to elee-t its candidates to office 
in many downnlate districts, is still 
undeveloped sufficiently to elect in a 
few distiicts. For this reason, the con- 
ference adopted a policy leaving it 
to the labor movement in eae-h sena- 
torial district whether they would run 
candidates on the Farmer-Labor party 
ticket, but advising them that if, in 
any given district, the chance to elect 
on their own aicket was not bright and 
theie was a particularly vicious enemy 
of labor to be defeated, that they con- 
sider the policy of staying off the bal- 
lot so as not to interfere wirh the de- 
feat of such a person. 


"The Chicago Tribune took aehan- 


togp of this situation to report the 
conference as having, adopted the 're- 
ward your friends 
and 
defeat your 


enemies' nonpartisan political policy 
for labor and said that by action of 
the conference the llline>in State Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor were both comm.tteei 
to that plan and that 
it 
spelt the 


death-knell of the Farmer-Labor party. 


"The purpose of the Tribune in do- 


ing this is plain. The national con- 
ference on getting labor together in a 
unified political effort is to bo held in 
Chicago, February 20. The enemies 
of labor want to see that conference 
adopt a wiggly-wohbly political policy. 
They do not want to see labor get to- 
gether for united, independent, politi- 
cal action. 


"The program adopted by thp Joint 


Labor Legislative boarei contained a 
preamble stating that at the next ses- 
sion unprecedented efforts would bo 
made to enact legislation for e-ompul- 
sory arbstiation and a state mounted 
constabulary and that the necessity is 
greater than ever for curbing the law- 
lessness of the injunction judges."
